$1.9 Billion 
College 
to House

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate has:.passed and sent 
back to the House an amended 
$1.9 -billion college construction 
aid bill. But prospects for final 
enactment still are uncertain. 


Long-time supporters of such 


federal outlays noted that while 
both branches passed a college 
bill last year the final compro- 
mise product worked out in con- 
ference died in the House. But 
they said there appear to be 
more favorable 
factors 
this 


time. 


The Senate gave a solid 60-19 


vote to the bill Monday, with 41 
Democrats and 19 Republicans 
favoring it, while 11 Democrats, 
all Southerners, and 8 Republi- 
rans voted no. 
The 
House 


passed the bill 287 to 113 Aug. 
14. 


Rep. Edith Green, D-Ore., 


chief sponsor of the legislation 
in the House, said she was hope- 
ful the measure could be sent 
to conference promptly. 


There is one big difference in 


the two bills, an issue growing 
out of the church-state relation- 
ship. 


The grant funds in the Senate 


bill could be used only for build- 
ings intended for instruction or 
research in natural and physi- 
cal sicences and engineering 
and for libraries. The House 
version would permit spending

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Arkan- 


sas forest rangers are holding 
their own in a grim battle 
against forest fires as a condi- 
tion of extremely high hazard 
moves into its second month. 


State Forester Fred 
Lang 


warned a month ago that the 
forest fire threat was as high in 
Arkansas as in 1952 when 7,328 
fires destroyed a record 237,720 
acres. 


Looking back today, Lang said 


that damage has been held down 
because rangers of the Forestry 
Commission and volunteer help 
from industry and private land- 
owners have been better co 
ordinated this year. 


The state has had no signifi- 


cant rain in almost six weeks. 
Scattered showers last week re- 
duced the hazard for less than 
24 hours. 


So far this year, 4,580 fires 


Thave burned over 154,156 acres 
'This month the total is 10,352 
acres destroyed by 596 fires. 


The main trouble spots are 


South and Southwest Arkansas.

Procedures 
Step Up 
Support Loans 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Under 


a simplification of procedures, 
many farmers will be able next 
year to get price support loans 
on grains and some other farm 
commodities within four or five 
days instead of waiting five to 
six weeks as in the past. 


In announcing changes in the 


regulations, the Agriculture De- 
partment said it sought to make 
its price 
support 
operations 


more effective in strengthening 
farm prices and incomes. 


The simplified rules will ap- 


ply to farm-stored corn, wheat, 
oats, 
barley, rye, sorghum 


grain, rice, dry beans, peanuts, 
honey and tung nuts or oil. Thej 
will not apply to cotton or tobac- 
co because a little of these crops 
is stored on farms. 


Under the new regulations, 


time bewteen application for a 
loan and its receipt will be re- 
duced very sharply because ex- 
act measurements of quantity 
and quality will not be made. A 
representative of the county Ag- 
ricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation office and the farmer 
will make a quantity estimate 
of the commodity stored on the 
farm. The county office will 
forthwith issue a loan draft cov- 
ering 90 per cent of the esti- 
mated quantity stored. 


Heretofore, exact measure- 


ments as to quantity and tests 
to determine quality had to be 
made.

Aged Hunters 
Face Danger 
to Heart 


By GEORGE MOSES 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — More 


than one in 10 deer hunters over 
40 years of age—possibly many 
more—face serious heart trou- 
ble in an all-out, successful deer 
hunt. 


This was the chief conclusion 


of a unique series of experi- 
ments recently conducted in 
Minneapolis, in which hunters 
actually broadcast the strain put 
on their hearts under simulated 
hunting conditions. 


Thirty-seven hunters, all over 


40 and certified by their own 
doctors 
as 
having 
normal 


hearts, were re-checked by a 
volunteer team of doctors. 


Then they slogged througj^ 


heavy gravel for three minutes, 
dragging a 100-pound sandbag to 
simulate pulling a deer out of 
snowy woods. 


Tiny 
radio 
transmitters 


strapped to their waists broad- 
cast their electrocardiagrams to 
receivers monitored by doctors 
nearby. 


Of the 37 men, four showed 


abnormal heart activity suffi- 
cient to halt their tests. 


The test results, to be pub- 


lished in the November issue .of 
Minnesota Medicine, were re- 
leased in advance by the Min- 
nesota Heart Association as a 
warning to deer hunters before 
the Minnesota season opens next 
month. 


Since more than one in 10 of 


a 
carefully 
screened 
group 


failed the test, said Dr. Arthur 
C. Kerkhof, director of the heart 
group's work valuation unit, it 
is probable that the percentage 
of failure would be considerably 
higher for the mass of over-40 
deer hunters who take to tlie 
woods. 


However, Dr. Kerkhof said, a 


deer hunter who takes it easy 
lias the odds much more in his 
favor.

to Viet Nam 
Troops Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States is cutting off as- 
sistance to the South Vietnamese 
special force troops that led gov- 
ernment raids against Buddhist 
pagodas. 


They will get nd more U.S. 


help until they are assigned to 
field duty against Communist 
guerrillas. 


The action, announced Mon- 


day by the State Department, is 
a direct challenge to Ngo Dinli 
Nhu, brother of South Viet Nam 
President Ngo Dinh Diem and 
reportedly the behind-the-scenes 
ruler in Saigon. 


It is also, State Department 


officials said, in line with Presi- 
dent Kenndey's announced pol- 
icy—the United States will sup- 
port what helps the war effort 
and will not support what docs 
not. 


The troops are an elite air- 


borne corps numbering about 
8,000. Beside military assistance 
they have been receiving about 
$300,000 a month from the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency for 
special antgiucrrilla warfare. 


Headed by Col. Le Quang 


Tung, a devoted supporter of 
Nhu, about 4,000 of them were 
placed on special duty in August 
In this role they led the govern- 
ment raids against Buddhist pa- 
godas. An estimated 2,000 or 
more remain in Saigon, serving 
—according to some reports—as 
a palace guard to protect Nhu 
from domestic opposition.

Home Facing 
an Urgent 
Repair Job

LONDON (AP)-Lord Home, 


Britain's new prime minister, 
today faced an urgent repair 
job on the Conservative party's 
election machinery, disrupted 
by defections at the top. 


Home's quickly constructed 


Cabinet—largely a reshuffle of 
Harold Macmillan's —won gen- 
eral approval from Conservative 
newspapers and derision from 
pro-Labor commentators. 


Editorial writers of both sides 


suggested the government must 
be handicapped by the refusal 
of Iain MacLeod and Enoch 
Powell to serve under Home. 


MacLeod, one of the younger 


Tory progressives who hacked 
Richard A. Butler in last week's 
struggle for the leadership was 
expected to resign as joint, chair- 
man of the Conservative party. 


Informed sources said his co- 


chairman, financier Lord Poole, 
would resign with him. Ke had 
backed Science Minister Lord 
Hailsham to succeed Macmillan. 


MacLeod and Poole were a 


formidable team 
in planning 


Conservative platform and fi- 
nances for the national election 
next year. Their joint chair- 
manship probably will be turned 
into a one-man post and given 
to John Hare, 52, a former la- 
bor minister who took the sine- 
cure post of chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster in the new 
Cabinet.
